OF DISTRESS HEARD IN RUSSIA 


May Be From Expedition on Mount 
Alagez, Armenia; “We Are Being 
Destroyed by Ice,” Dispatch Says.

MOSCOW, April 17.—Because of 
mysterious radio messages which 
have been picked up during the 
last few days, saying ‘“‘Heip, we 
are being destroyed by ice,” it was 
announced that a relief expedition 
may be sent from Erivan to search 
for the meteorological expedition 
on Mount Alagez, Armenia, on the 
theory that it might be snow bound 
or in trouble.

F the $2500 which Henry 

W. Bostelman, ex-convict, 

had in his possession when 
arrested last July in the Ham- 
ilton State Bank, $1080 was in 
gold and $1420 in currency. 

Ira C. Smith, one of the 
Grand Bank tellers, called to; 
inspect the money, pointed out 
an old $2.50 gold piece, curi- 
ously stained on the _ reverse 
side. “That was in my box,” 
he said, “Turn it over and see 
if the date isn’t 1851?” The 
coin was turned and the date 
was what Smith said it would 
be. 

Smith, Armin Mays, Charles 
Kassel and Howard Whaley, all 
tellers, identified 24 bills, rec- 
ognizing notations they had 
made in the course of eounting. 
Smith identified a number 654 
on an old $2 bill; Mays iden- 
tified a 14 on a $2 bill, a 74 
on a $2 bill, an 8 on an old- 
style $2 bill; Kassel, a 78 on a 
$2 bill. Whaley found two old 
$20 bills; five old $10 bills, 
three old $5 bills and 10 old $2 
bills which bore evidence of 
erasing to remove’ green-ink 
figures which Whaley said he 
made to indicate they were to 
be withdrawn from _ circula- 
tion.

It is the plan of legislative 
leaders to put through a resolu- 
tion by which the Senate will agree 
to adjournment of the House be- 
fore final adjournment of the Leg- 
islature. The Senate will remain 
in session for the impeachment 
trial of State Treasurer Larry 
Brunk. This resolution is neces- 
sary because the Constitution pro-

vides that neither House may ad- 
journ for more than three days 
without the consent of the other. 

The 30 bills indefinitely post- 
poned by the House would have 
had little or no chance of final 
passage at this stage. 

Among the bills killed is one in- 
troduced by Representative Gus 
Smith of Laclede County which 
would have placed newspapers in 
St. Louis and Kansas City under 
the State Board of Equalization for 
taxation purposes. This bill was 
advocated by Secretary of State 
Becker, following criticism of his 
department by St. Louis newspa- 
pers in connection with the col- 
lapse of the brokerage firm of W. 
H. Young & Bros., Inc., of St. 
Louis, which was subject to super- 
vision by Becker’s department. 
Becker is a member of the Board 
of Equalization.

Conspiracy Alleged. 

After a preliminary hearing at 
Jefferg6n City, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral filed an ouster suit against the 
four organizations, charging them 
with having “unlawfully and mal- 
iciously created and entered into 
a pool, combination and conspiracy 
to control and fix the price of elec- 
trical wiring and other installation 
and to control and fix the price of 
articles bought and sold in the in- 
stallation of electrical wiring.” It 
was further charged that the de- 
fendants were guilty of “unlawful 


and malicious perversions and 
abuses of their charters,”’ 
Individual contractors alleged 


there was an agreement among the 
electrical contractors in St. Louis 
to charge a minimum of 33 1-3 per 
cent profit; that each contractor 
must belong to the four organiza- 
tions in order to do business in St. 
Louis, and that failure to comply 
with all the rules and regulations 
imposed by those who dominated 
the associations, resulted in harass- 
ment, labor difficulties and occa- 
sionally loss of contracts for work. 
Furthermore, testimony showed 
each member of the associations, 
many of whom asserted they were 
coerced into joining, was compelled 
to pay the Electrical Protective As- 
sociation $2.80 a day for each 
union man employed, for premiums 
on agroup life and annuity insur- 
ance policy which covered all mem- 
bers of Local Union No. 1, the con- 
tractor and his non-union em- 
ployes. The insurance premium, 
in effect, brought the union labor 
wage scale to $16 a day, although 
the worker received but $13.20. 
Boosted Prices 50 Pct. 
The alleged agreement existing 
among contractors to charge one- 
third profit, the increase in labor 
costs attributable to the tax for in- 
surance, and the liberal estimates 
of the Listing Bureau, increased 
the cost of electrical installation in 
St. Louis more than 50 per cent, it 
was estimated at the hearings by 
experienced building contractors.

STATE HIGHWAY 
PATROL BILL IS 
BEATEN IN HOUSE 


Vote Is 56 to 40 for Meas- 
ure but 20 Short of Bal- 
lots Necessary to Pass It. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 17.— 
The State highway patrol bill, 
sponsored by the Automobile Club 
of Missouri, was defeated this aft- 
ernoon by the House, after an ex- 
tended debate. The vote was 56 
ayes and 40 nays, the favorable 
vote being 20 short of the 76 votes 
required to pass a bill in the House. 

Defeat of the bill was due chief- 
ly to a light attendance in the 
House. Sponsors of the bill said 


was called up yesterday afternoon. 
but a number of them left for their 
homes last night and others were 
absent when the vote was reached 
on final passage this afternoon. 

' The proponents placed them- 
selves in a position to move re- 
consideration of the vote by which 
the bill failed of passage, but there 
is some doubt that they will be 
able to get enough proponents of 
the bill back for a vote at this 
stage of the session. Representa- 
tive Roney of Jasper County, who 
handled the bill in the House, and 
Representative Lafferty of Kansas 
City, a supporter of the bill, voted 
‘no’? on the roll call, when it was 
apparent the bill was beaten. This 
places them in a position to move 
reconsideration, within three legis- 
Jative days. 

The bill previously had been 
passed by the Senate and was sent 
to the House several weeks ago, 
Proponents were unable to call the 
bill up earlier, due to its position 
on the calendar.

Being Handcuffed and 
Blindfolded. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
MONROE, Wis., April 7.——Fred 


J. Blumer, president of the Blumer 


Products Co., beverage manufac- 
turers, who was kidnaped eight 
days ago and held for $150,000 
ransom, returned safely to his home 
at noon today. 

Blumer returned from Decatur, 
Ill:, where the kidnapers released 
him last night. Sheriff Myron 
West of Green County, F. B. 
Lutzinger, president of the First 
National Bank of Monroe, and his 
two brothers, Adam and Jacob, 
accompanied him. 

Blumer said he had been hand- 
cuffed and blindfolded while held 
prisoner. One of the extortionists 
slept with him for five of the 
nights he was away, he said. 

Associates of the brewery presi- 
dent reiterated here that no ran- 
som was given the kidnapers. 

He said he had no idea where he 
was taken after being held up on 
the street in front of his home the 
night of April 9. He said he was 
moved twice during the week fol- 
lowing, but for five days was “kept 
in a safe place close to the center 
of a well-poplated city.” He was 
unablé to name the city. 

While in the kidnaper’s hands, 
he said, he was given good treat- 
ment and was fed twice daily. 

Returned Watch and $20. 

He said he was released in De- 
catur about 9 o’clock last night and 
told where he could find a hotel. 
His watch and $20 of the money 
which previously had been taken 
|from him were returned. The rest 
of his funds and his diamond ring 
| were retained by the kidnapers. 

{| He expressed the opinion he was | 
ifreed because the persons holding 
|him were alarmed at finding au- 
|thorities close on their trail. He 
‘said he was thankful that he was 
|alive and well, although tired out. 
Blumer said that he was accost- 
|ed a short distance from his home | 
a week ago last night as he was on | 
the way to a Monroe Hotel to keep | 
|a business engagement. At the point | 
lof a pistol he was forced into an | 
‘automobile and driven out of town | 
‘to the south. There the party | 
'transferred to another car. 

| Wells said he received a call! 
from Blumer from the Hotel Or-| 
llando in Decatur at 9:20 o'clock | 
last night. Lutzinger listened in| 
on the conversation. Convinced of | 
Blumer’s identity, they notified | 
' Sheriff West and within 30 min-) 
utes they started by automobile for | 
the Illinois city.

— A 
man thought to be Fred J. Blumer 
left Decatur at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The man’s identity was not 
suspected until after he had left 
town. He was accompanied by 
three men. 

The man walked into a hotel 
here. last night, registered as F. 
J. Blumenfeld of Milwaukee and 
paid for his room in advance. He 
had no baggage, but he was well 
dressed and he excited no suspi- 
cions. 

One of the men who came for 
Blumer was overheard to say in 
the hotel lobby that “he was ‘let 
out of a car about two blocks from 
the hotel last night.”’ 

Decatur police were not notified 
of the incident. 


BONESETTER REESE GRAVELY 
ILL WITH HEART DISEASE 


Doctor for Baseball Players and 
Circus Acrobats Stricken in 


Youngstown Home. 
By the Associated Press. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., April 17.— 
John D. (Bonesetter) Reese, known 
all over the world for his skill in 
setting bones and treating sprained 
and torn muscles, is seriously ill 
with heart disease at his home 
here. 

Reese, who is 75 years old, for 
years has held special charge over 
many major league baseball play- 
ers. Each year he treats about 30 
circus acrobats when the big tents 
come to Youngstown. 

Among Reese's patients have 
been David Lloyd George, former 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, 
and Ty Cobb, famous baseball 
player. Reese was left an orphan 
at the age of 11. He came to 
Youngstown in 1887, after leaving 
Wales early that year. Like many 
other Welshmen, he went into the 
steel mills here and became a roll- 
er’s helper. He had watched the 
bonesefters in Wales and had ac- 
quired some of their art, which he 
practiced on fellow mill workers 
who were injured. 

Reese quit mill work to give his 
full time to his profession in 1894. 
A few years later a special act of 
the Ohio Legislature gave him a 
license to practice. He holds no 
degree.

real cure. Your editorial of speedy 
April 15, entitled, “Why We Have * ie 
terism,” is based on a misconception O 
ae true that under the statute the 
specified requirements for admission to 
the bar seem low—perhaps too low, al- 
though this is debatable. Still, the atatute 
confers control over admissions to on 
bar to the State Supreme Court, whic 
in turn vests authority in a board of ex- 
aminers. The chairman of the present 
board of examiners is the Hon. J. Hugo 
Grimm, a former Circuit Judge of wt. 
|ouis. For the last two years, approxi- 
mately, this board by rules and regula- 
tions has appreciably stiffened the re- 
quirements, forcing them more and more 
into line with the American Bar ASSO- 
ciation suggestions. 

A common school education is not now 
sufficient to entitle one to permission to 
take the State bar examinations. The 
examiners igsist that the applicant have 
a diploma from a recognized high school 
or take an examination of high school 
grade in general history, English history, 
(inited States history, English literature, 
American literature and civil govern- 
ment (civics). : 

Further, while the extent and nature 
of law schooling is not specified, formal 
or otherwise, the applicant must make 
affidavit of having read and studied 
standard law textbooks in each of the 
®°0-odd branches of law covered in the 
examinations. His application for per- 
mission to take the examination must be 
accompanied by vouchers of good char- 
acter signed by two reputable lawyers 
and his fitness must be further attested 
by a Circuit Judge. These vouchers are 
not mere matters of form; they are sup- 
posed to mean exactly what they say— 
ine lawyers know the applicant and his 
character, the Judge knows him also, or 
knows a reputable lawyer who has per- 
sonally recommended him. 

These requirements might conceivably 
he made more stringent, but it would 
seem manifest that this system pro-

vides ample means of Keeping undesir- | 


ables out of the practice of law. As they 
stand, the Missouri standards are by no 
means the lowest in the country. They 
represent a fair average. Indiana, un- 
less it has changed recently, requires 
only a good moral character as a prere- 
quisite. It is in the East generally that 
the standards are the highest. There 
the availability of great numbers of qual- 
ified schools makes the going seem not 
too steep. A different. theory, however, 
should follow in a state like Missouri, 
where good schools, if not few and f&r 
between, are at least considcrably less 
numerous than in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Pennsylvania, New York, et al. 
But even so, is it indeed a fact that 
there is less shysterism in the effete East 
than in our so0-benighted Middle West? 
1 doubt it. 

Something—and notions frankly are 
vague on just what would be wise—may 
well be done about conditions in §8t. 
Louis and Missouri, but careful analysis 
at least indicates, if it does not certainly 
show, that there is no miraculous presto- 
change-o that will work a remedy. The 
problem is one of selection—of selecting 
the suitable and barring the unfit of 
character. Education, technical or other- 
wise, has never been a guarantee of high 
principles in a man. Of course, there is 
no excess of virtue in poverty and illit- 
eracy, either. The only point is, educd- 
tion alone is a dangerous standard to 
emphasize unduly. Schooling often is a 
mere measure of the pocketbook. Ad- 
mission to the profession of law must 
not be thus surreptitiously reduced to a 
matter of dollars and cents—for this is 
one of the very thiags reform must seek 
to stop and prevent. _ ce ae

the wheat farmers to reduce acreage, but the advice 
in, both instances was substantially the same. And 
the oil producer has thus far been as incapable of act- 
ing on that advice as has the wheat farmer or the 
cotton planter. 

At the meeting of the American Petroleum Insti- 
tute in St. Louis this’ week, the Oil States Advisory 
Committee adopted a report recommending to the 
Governors of the nine:principal oil producing states 
that production of crude oil be kept at its present 
level. A plan of proration among the several states 
was tentatively agreed upon. This action was the 
logical answer to statistical surveys of the business 
covering stocks on hand and prospective demand. 
Whether the program can or will be carried out re- 
mains to be seen. There are obvious difficulties. 
There is the question of the authority of the state 
governments to enforce such an order. There is the 
right of the individual to conduct his own business 
according to his own judgment and inclination. There 
is the question of whether such action would be a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade within the purview 
of the Sherman law. : 
Again, like the American wheat farmer, the Amer- 
ican oil man’s predicament is aggravated by a for- 
eign competitor. Crude oil is imported in such quan- 
tities as to depress the home market. The oil men 
pleaded hard for a tariff during the pendency in Con- 
gress of the Hawley-Smoot act. Now it is proposed 
to restrict importation by mutual agreement, with 
the reservation that the tariff will be invoked if 
the agreement is not kept. 

Meantime, Senator Borah has suggested that if the 
Government is to assist, directly or indirectly, the oil 
producer in maintaining a market, the Government 
must also protect the oil consumer. Mr. Borah feels 
that the oil industry may properly be regarded 
and regulated as a public utility, the same as electric 
power. 

There is still another element in the oil problem— 
the claim of posterity. Here is a natural resource 
indispensable to the Machine Age. Once exhausted 
it cannot be replaced. It is true that prophecies of 
prospective exhaustion current a few years ago are 
no longer heard. Our oil deposits are enormous. 
Even so, they cannot, in the nature of things, be in- 
exhaustible. We cannot close our eyes to tomorrow. 
Posterity has an equity in this wealth. We cannot 


producer or consumer. 

Grave questions of public policy are involved in this 
oil problem. The problem itself js, manifestly, inter- 
national in scope and seeminglw calls for interna- 
tional administration, in some degree. As such, per- 
haps, it is an integral factor in this entire economic 
crisis. Here again we face a necessity for the sci- 
entific treatment of which public opinion is nowhere 
sufficiently advanced. Perhaps the most we can do 
now is permit the oil producers to undertake their 
program of curtailed production and importation and 
observe the results. But if a raid on the consumer in 
the way of inflated prices should appear among the 
results, regulation by the Government must, it seems 
to us, inevitably follow.

tion now has endowed him with sight. Today he is, 
in his own words, “a Sinbad in a new world of 
strange, fantastic shapes and colors.” An ordinary 
room is a crowded museum to him. A busy city 
street, with its towering buildings, its motor traffic, 
its passers-by, is a gallery of wonders. His former 
conceptions of the world, based on description and 


scanty contact, are revolutionized by sight. 


So the sightless may gain more accurate concepts 
of the world, a novel plan has just been launched 
by the American Foundation for the Blind. This is 
to build models of many objects, ranging from sky- 
scrapers and ships to cottages and cows, and to ex- 
hibit these throughout the country for examination 
by the sensitive fingertips of the blind. Such minia- 
tures are in use at a notably successful school in 
Vienna, Where, for instance, a complete harbor scene, 
with ocean liners, tugs, lighthouse and docks, has 
been constructed. Both instruction and pleasure will 
come to the sightless by use of this plan. They 
will be enabled to understand the world and fit them- 
selves into it better through seeing its wonders and 
its commonplaces by touch.

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SAFEGUARDING BOND FUNDS. 

The Citizens’ Bond Issue Supervisory Commit- 
tee, appointed in 1923 to have charge of the expendi- 
tures of the $87,372,500 ir bonds voted then, has vir- 
tually abdicated its functions. It has a membership 
of 17 persons, chosen because of their supposed inter- 
est in civic affairs, and a quorum is nine. In the last 
15 months, 31 meetings have been called, but there 
was a quorum at only three of them, and the average 
attendance was a fraction over five. 

It is just as important that the committee should 
act to safeguard the bond funds now as it was in 
the earlier years. Some members feel that its ex- 
istence has a good moral effect, while others believe 
it has outlived its usefulness. Mayor Miller, while 
withholding detailed comment, said the committee 
was established before he came into office “for scen- 
ery purposes.” The remark is typical of the Mayor’s 
contemptuous attitude toward public surveillance of 
public affairs, and in itself furnishes one reason why 
it is desirable to have an alert citizens’ committee 
keeping check on the bond expenditures. 

The committee ought to change its attitude at once 
and buckle down to work. There is no reason why 
it should be only a rubber stamp, giving perfunctory 
approval to everything. Its personnel has the knowl- 
edge and intelligence required to ascertain by care- 
ful inquiry whether proposed appropriations are good 


or bad. By asserting itself the committee can have

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MacDONALD’S VICTORY. 

Ramsay MacDonald’s Labor. Government came 
through one of its severest tests with flying colors 
when a Conservative motion censuring it for failure 
to solve the unemployment problem was defeated by 
a majority of 54 votes. Lloyd George, whose Liberal 
following holds the balance of power in the House 
of Commons, turned the tide to MacDonald when he 
denounced the Conservative motion as unfair. Of 58 
Liberal votes, MacDonald received 35, the Conserva- 
tives only 10, the remainder not voting or absent. 
Even the Mosleyites, that recalcitrant group of La- 
bor ex-supporters, refused to vote to unhorse the Gov- 
ernment, contenting themselves with silence. 

It had been freely predicted that MacDonald could 
not survive the test. His Government has not.solved 
the unens@loyment problem, although some slight im- 
provement has been made recently. There are now 
approximately 2,500,000 idle. Stanley Baldwin was 
right in saying that the promises made by Laborites 
in the last election that the unemployment situation 
would be cured have come to naught. But the weak- 
ness of his position, as Lloyd George pointed out, is 
that Mr. Baldwin has no program of his own. There 
was no assurance that, if the Laborites were turned 
out, the Conservatives would improve upon their ef- 
forts. So that when the tumult and the shouting died, 
the sober sense of the House of Commons was that 
MacDonald is laboring earnestly on one of the most 
difficult problems of statesmanship his or any other 
country has ever been called upon to solve, and he 
should be allowed to continue his efforts. The retort 
by Thomas Johnston, Lord of the Privy Seal, that the 
Labor Government cannot do what no other gov- 
ernment is able to do at a time of international stress 
was very effective. 

Quite evidently, Great Britain is in no mood to fall 
victim to political spellbinding. It knows that none 
of the political leaders possesses a magic wand that 
can charm away the disastrous consequences of the 
war. In the meantime, the valuable British quality 
of patience is the saving factor. The nation must 
climb a long and weary trail, and it is prepared to 
do so.

Defeated drys who de- 
manded that he nullify the decisions 
of the majority will think that he explained 
his action logically and justified it ration- 
ally. The opposition to prohibition will 
find his messuge weak, shambling, evasive 
and tricky. 

He was dealing with the work of a ma- 
jority in the Republican State convention, a 
majority in the popular referendum, and a 
majority in the Legislature. He took dic- 
tation from his personal feelings and from 
the drys who have controlled this State. 
It was trickery and bad faith, for which 
Mr. Emmerson is responsible to the voters 
who have been deceived, 

If little patience can be had with the 
political justifications the Governor at- 
tempts, less can be given the other reasons 
he assigns. That lllinois or any other state 
is compelled to wait for Federal action 
and cannot exercise its own judgment in 
promoting the modification of liquor laws 
is unthinkable except by fanatics. The right 
which New York, Massachusetts, Wisconsin 
and other states have exercised is denied 
by the Governor of Illinois, although he had 
presented to him the will of the majority 
expressed in popular vote and in legisla- 
tion, with the indorsement of his own party. 

He said Illinois would be defenseless 
without its own prohibition law. This isa 
curious dry reversal of the prohibition argu- 
ment that the states are defenseless with- 
out the Federal law. In fact, the only thing 
the repeal would have affected would have 
been the graft which rural gyps and city 
police collect. There is plenty of law in 
Illinois to abate any of the nuisances the 
Governor said would spring up. 

Mr. Emmerson has’ consulted the dry 
Squirarchy and again submitted to it. He 
has proved again to the cities of the Stute 
the untrustworthiness of the rural control 
which works upon denial of franchise 
rights and majority will. He has given 
the Republican party another black eye. 
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WOULD HAVE ENCOURAGED OUTLAWS.

ONE-PLATE DINNERS 
SIMPLIFY SERVING 


They Are Blessings in Disguise 
to New Housekeepers and. 
Kitchenette Cooks. 


In these days of kitchenettes 
(often with special size equipment 
in the way of stove and table 
space), of dinettes with corre- 
spondingly sized dining tables, of 
housekeepers who combine house- 
keeping with business, and of 
apartments where each inch of 
space is counted in the reht, both 
space and time-saving devices are 
needed in regulating and system- 
atizing housekeeping. 

A number of dinners can be pre- 
pared with speed and dispatch, es- 
pecially ‘‘plate dinners.’’ These 
meals“are served directly-on the 
plates from the pans in the kitch- 
en, thus doing away with table 
serving, besides saving dish wash- 
ing to some extent. , 

In planning such meals it is well 
to take into consideration the ap- 
pearance of the meal as it will 
look when served—visualize a”plate 
as it will look. In small families 
most meats that are commonly 
used fit into a plate dinner—any 
can be made by carving in the 
kitchen. But the idea is to save 
time and work for the cook. There- 
fore, today the menus suggested 
make use of “small” meats, of 
fish and of vegetables. 

Tasty Plate Dinner. 

The first menu has tomato juice 
cocktail for a first course, followed 
by meat cakes baked with York- 
shire pudding, broccoli, raw vege- 
table salad, apricot whip and cof- 
fee or tea. Well chilled tomato 
juice is a good appetizer and its 
tartness makes the rest of the mea] 
taste better., It should be in place 
on the table when dinner is served. 
Arrange the meat cakes, pudding 


and broccoli on plates and serve.

Dainty Plate Dinner. 

The second menu plans broiled 
chicken, creamed new potatoes, 
buttered peas, hot rolls, fruit salad 
and coffee or tea. Time is saved 
here by using potatoes that have 
been boiled the day before, by buy- 
ing rolls and reheating them while 
the chicken is broiling, and by pre- 
paring the salad ready for serving 
and keeping it in the icebox to 
chill.

bought ready mixed or canned to- | 


mato juice may be used as fol- 
lows: Add to one cup tomato 
juice, one teaspoon sugar, two tea- 
spoons lemon juice, three drops of 
Worcestershire sauce and  one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. Serve very 
cold. 

‘Apricot whip ts simply made by 
rubbing a smali can of apricots 
through a coarse strainer and mix- 
ing with two tablespoons powdered 
sugar, one tablespoon lemon juice 
and one-half cup cream, whipped 
stiff. Pile in serving dishes and 
chill thoroughly. 

Broiled Chicken. 

Have a broiler split down the 
back. Wash in cold water and dry 
with a soft cloth or paper. Brush 
the skin side with melted butter 
and sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Heat the broiler pdh, place the 
chicken on it, skin side down and 
cook close under the flame _ for 
three minutes, turn and cook for 
three minutes more, then move the 
broiler about six inches from the 
flame and continue cooking for 20 
to 25 minutes, basting once or 
twice with melted butter or any 
cooking fat during the cooking 
period. Turn during the last 10 
minutes and cook on the flesh, or 
under side.
